‘I’m in this for the long haul’

Mention the word AIDS and many 
Andover residents think about a story 
they've read in a newspaper or magazine 
or maybe a feature they've seen on TY. 
Not Margie Ballou. She sees firsthand 
each day how AIDS is affecting people in 
the Merrimack Valley. 

Mrs. Ballou, of 22 Woburn St., is a 
social worker with the AIDS program at 
the Visiting Nurse Association Home 
Care agency at 1 Union St. She has a 
master’s degree in social work from 
Boston University and is a registered 
nurse. She carries a caseload of 15 AIDS 
patients. 

“AIDS is a very frustrating disease, 


“It’s gratifying to know the help | 
provide helps them deal with such a 
difficult disease. I’m in this for the long 
haul,” she said. 

The AIDS program at VNA began in 
1986 with a grant from the state 
Department of Public Health. The grant 
was renewed last spring for another five 
years. VNA personnel currently see 27 
AIDS clients. 

According to VNA statistics, 13 of the 
AIDS clients are between the ages of 30 
and 39, four are 20 to 29, another four are 
babies under 2, and four more are 
between 40 and 49. Only two are older 
than 50.

Local man is running for the council

John Harris, candidate for the 
Governor's Council, says recent 
calls to abolish the council 
should not be aimed at the body 
itself but at its members. One of 
the members he’d like unseated 
includes his opponent, three- 
term incumbent, John S. Markey 
(D-North Andover). 

“The current councilor for our 
district has held that job for 14 
years in an almost invisible 
capacity,” said Mr. Harris, of 31 
Lincoln Circle. “He has not had 
any positive impact on the delib- 
erations of the council and has 
simply been another one of the 
Dukakis rubber stamp votes on 
judgeships. 

“Over the last few years, more 
judges have been appointed 
because of their loyalty to 
Michael Dukakis’ political ambi- 
tions than for their ability to res- 
cue the court system from the 
chaos that has outraged the pub- 
lic. 

“There hasn't been a Republi- 
can or an Independent elected to 
that board in over 25 years. 
That’s a closed club,” he said. 

Mr. Harris, 48, is a Republican 
running in the Nov. 6 state elec- 
tion for the council's 5th district 
seat, representing the North 
Shore and Merrimack Valley. He 
will face Mr. Markey, a chiro- 
practor who's held the seat 14 
years. Mr. Harris challenged Mr. 
Markey in 1986 and lost. 

“No one should hold any office 
in government for that long a 
period of time,” Mr. Harris said 
during an interview last week. 

“I've supported and worked 
for virtually every Republican 
who has run for office because I 
believe we need a two-party sys- 
tem in this state. This year it 
appears that most voters share 
that sentiment.” 

Mr. Markey begs to differ with

Mr. Harris’ comments. 

“T don’t understand what he 
means by that because I don’t 
miss any meetings. I don’t really 
see what he means by invisible,” 
Mr. Markey said. “I miss no roll 
calls. I do a lot of research.” 

“T have been striving very 
strongly for an arms length dis- 
tance from the governor’s 
office...to get the council away 
from the governor’s office so that 
we can be a check and balance,” 
Mr. Markey said. 

Mr. Markey said his service 
on the council has not been a 
“rubber stamp” for Gov, 
Dukakis. 

“That’s not true because I 
have voted against judgeships 
that he has come up with,” he 
said.

eight-member board

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Andover isn’t recycling cardboard 


By Don Staruk 
“We're not recycling cardboard.” 
That was the word that came down this 
week from Bob McQuade, Department of 
Public Works director and the man in charge 
of Andover’s recycling program. 
Bundles of cardboard set out on the curb 
with the newspapers and glass have been 
passed by since the program began in 
August, and a caller to the Townsman this 
week wanted to know why. 
Cardboard was not included in the 
recycling contract with Waste Management, 
according to Mr. McQuade. 
The contract is for glass, newspaper and 
magazines only. 
Some junk mail and small pieces of 
cardboard mixed in with the newspapers 
won't keep the bundles from being picked up 
and recycled, according to Paul Maag, 
recycling manager for Waste Management. 
But large amounts of those materials cannot 
be accepted. 
Waste Management pays a middle-person 
to market the paper, according to Mr. Maag. 
The middle-person then sells the paper. 
When cardboard is mixed in, it causes 
problems. 
“He sends it out as paper. It goes out as a 
mixed load and people are less than happy,” 
Mr. Maag said. 
A cardboard recycling program requires 
compacting equipment for collections. The 
trucks Waste Management uses for the 
current program are not equipped to handle 
the cardboard and Andover’s contract does 
not provide for that equipment or the 
manpower to run it, according to Mr. Maag. 
“Tf there’s an over abundance of 
cardboard there’s a lot of cost involved and I 
wouldn't be able to service the town as well,” 
he said. 
A program for cardboard may be possible 
in the future, according to Mr. McQuade. 
“Tt depends on the market,” he said. 
First month a success 

Other than a bit of cardboard, the first 
month of the town’s recycling program was a 
complete success, according to both Mr. 
McQuade and Mr. Maag. 

“Excellent, no problems,” Mr. McQuade 
said. 

“The town’s participating really well,” 
said Mr. Maag. 

Better than 65 percent of residents are 
participating in the program, according to 
Waste Management’s figures. 

Approximately 36 tons of glass were

week. 

A total of 172.86 tons of newspaper were 
collected during the month. 

That compares with a monthly average of 
126.75 tons under the old program, according 
to Mr. Maag.

Why not compost your leaves?

Have any leaves fallen at your house? If 
so, I hope you are planning your compost 
pile. A 3 x 3 pen made of chicken wire can be 
a beginning, or just a pile in a corner of the 
back yard or in the near-by woods. 

They really do not blow around and they 
make compost without further work unless 
you want it fast and very good. At this point 
I'll leave it up to you to read up and decide 
how much professionalism you want to put 
into it. Just remember, leaves are the next 
thing to recycle now that paper and glass are 
picked up at curbside and plastic is taken 
care of once a month, 

The other thing to remember is doing it 
yourself means no stuffing bags which you 
have had to buy. But if you love buying and 
stuffing plastic bags, we have good news for 
you. Andover will have a compost site. Ads 
will appear in the paper with all the informa-

Edward J. Flannery of 9 Shirley 
Road died Saturday, Sept. 29, in Fair- 
fax, Va., after a long illness.

The weekly meetings ended in 1969, 
but Mr. Flannery extended their spirit 
in a typically quiet way. Each week for 
13 years he would attend Saturday 
evening Mass at his own church and 
then on Sunday visit a different Protes- 
tant church, without the advantage of 
a driver's license, said the Rev. Alden 
Johnson of the Massachusetts Council 
of Churches board of directors.

Selectmen deny 
endorsement of 


Marland Mills 
housing plan

The Board of Selectmen Monday 
night refused to endorse a “concept” 
to construct low and moderate 
income housing in the old Marland 
Mills buildings off Stevens Street.

judges, overseeing disbursement of 
the weekly warrant to pay the three 
branches of the government, 
investigating paroles, pardons and 
commutations of prison sentences, 
and approving additional spending 
for state contracts. 

A councilor is paid $10,400 for 
each year of the four-year term. A 
councilor is given a telephone card 
paid for by the state, and he or she 
receives medical benefits and a pen- 
sion. 

Councilors attend one meeting a 
week with the governor, hold inter- 
views with prospective judges and do 
background investigations for judge- 
ships and pardons. 

Harris’ qualifications 

“T do have a broad education, 
including a master's degree and addi- 
tional studies in American history 
and government,” Mr. Harris said. 

“A lot of my course work was in 
constitutional law, civil rights and 
the judiciary, so I have had a good 
exposure academically to what it 
should be. And I have a lifelong 
involvement in politics so I’m famil- 
iar with the practical application.” 

Mr. Harris is a member of the 
Andover Republican Town Commit- 
tee. He is vice-president of the Essex 
County Republican Council. He was 
a two-term president of the Essex 
Club, advertised as the oldest politi- 
cal club in the country. 

He was a town meeting member 
in Winchester and treasurer of that 
town’s Historical Society. He also 
served as a “loaned executive” to the 
1989 Mass Bay United Way cam- 
paign. 

He has been a production manag- 
er for a book publisher, a govern- 
ment contracts administrator and a 
member of the team that worked on 
the design and construction of a 
small city for 65,000 people in Saudi 
Arabia. He was a senior manage- 
ment analyst at Stone & Webster 
Engineering in Boston for seven 
years and is currently an indepen- 
dent consultant to several electric 
power companies. 

Appointment of judges 

The council came under fire 
recently when it failed to approve the 
appointment of Diane Kottmyer, a 
respected federal prosecutor origi- 
nally from Lawrence, as an associate 
Superior Court justice. 

Several legislators and others 
called for dissolution of the council 
after the rejection. 

Mr. Markey voted for Ms, Kottmy- 
er's appointment. Mr. Harris was 
not sure how he would have voted, 

“I wasn’t there for the hearings 
and | didn’t see the background 
reports,” Mr. Harris said, 

Then last week, the Boston Globe 
published a series of articles that 
alleged abuse and corruption among 
the judiciary and that may put more 
pressure on the Legislature to recon- 
sider the role of the council. 

The close scrutiny could be good

for the council, according to Mr. Har- 
ris. 

“It's a double-edged sword,” Mr. 
Harris said. “It depends on how 
thoughtful the public will be on the 
issue. 

“What I would suggest is we don’t 
abolish the Senate because a few sen- 
ators are bums or crooks and we 
don’t abolish the House of Represen- 
tatives because a few of them get 
thrown in jail. 

“The wonderful part about our 
system is it allows us to change the 
people if they are not properly doing 
the job they were elected to per- 
form.” 

One of the articles in the Boston 
Globe series (“Half Day Justice’) out- 
lined the short workdays of several 
judges, six of whom had appoint- 
ments approved by the council while 
Mr. Markey has been a member, 
according to Mr. Harris. 

“Our current Governor’s Council 
representative (Mr. Markey) voted to 
approve the nomination of every one 
of those individuals or failed to 
attend the meeting at which the con- 
firmation took place,” Mr. Harris 
said. 

Mr. Markey did not deny the accu- 
sation. 

“All I can say to that is we can’t 
look into the future, When those peo- 
ple came before the council we had 
no record whatsoever that this is the 
type of judge that they would turn 
out to be. I don’t have a crystal ball,” 
Mr, Markey said. 

Another article in the Boston 
Globe series (“The Elite Six”) alleged 
that some attorneys received special 
attention and were given a high 
number of acquittals by three partic- 
ular judges. 

“Markey voted yes on two and was 
on vacation on the third,” Mr. Harris 
said. 

Again, Mr. Markey made no 
excuses. 

“T feel very bad. I feel the judicial 
system has been hurt because of 
this,’ Mr. Markey said. “All I did was 
vote for the confirmation on the 
information that was given to us.” 

Mr. Harris said he was not sur- 
prised by the Globe’s findings. 

“Tt confirms everything I’ve been 
saying about the judicial system both 
in this campaign and previously,” 
Mr. Harris said. “I don’t claim to 
have known the specifics that the 
Globe so carefully documented, but I 
was aware of the pattern and the cor- 
ruption in the system.” 

Financial duties 

“Two years ago, when Dukakis 
was running for president, (the coun- 
cil) approved warrants to spend 
about $28 million that wasn’t in the 
state checking account,” Mr. Harris 
said. 

“What they did is they covered up 
the fiscal irresponsibility in order to 
avoid embarrassing the governor 
during his campaign. That should 
have been a major scandal.” 

The council's financial responsi- 


bilities include approval of the week- 
ly warrant, which is the salaries of 
the legislative, executive and judicial 
branches of the state government. 

“They should have refused to 
approve the warrant,” Mr. Harris 
said. “The bank colluded with them. 
They made them a loan illegally, on 
the quiet to avoid embarrassing the 
governor. If you or I or some small 
businessman had done that, we’d 
probably be in prison.” 

“No. That’s not true,” Mr. Markey 
said this week. 

“What we did is we brought the 
head of the finance committee in 
front of the council and we said, if 
there is not money in the treasury, 
then we are not signing the war- 
rant.” 

The council normally signs the 
warrant on Wednesday. The council 
was told the money would be in the 
treasury by the following Friday and 
put off signing until then, according 
to Mr. Markey. 

“We never signed the warrant 
until the money was in the trea- 
sury,” Mr. Markey said. 

The Governor's Council also 
approves extra work orders for state 
contract modifications, according to 
Mr. Harris. 

“Somebody on the council has to 
have a background in construction 
contracts and building,” he said. “I 
worked for Stone and Webster Engi- 
neering for seven years and before 
that with a major city planning firm 
in Cambridge.” 

Pardons and commutations 

“The Governor’s Council is 
supposed to be a check on the gover- 
nor’s appointment powers,” Mr. Har- 
ris said, 

“When Ed King was governor 
there were very few pardons of first- 
and second-degree murderers. Under 
Dukakis it started getting out of con- 
trol. They were just giving too many 
out to convicted murderers and other 
felons.” 

Personal 

Mr. Harris and his wife, Patricia, 
have three children.

tor for the town, presented the proposal on 
behalf of the Andover Housing Partnership 
Committee. 

The plan calls for 124 units of residential 
rental apartments within the confines of the 
two existing mill buildings. 

Twenty-four of the units would be “afford- 
able lower income,” according to Mr. Coly- 
er, in compliance with zoning regulations 
for housing in that area. 

The project would be a joint venture 
between the Boston Land Company, a pri- 
vate real estate development company, and 
Bertram Paley, owner of the property. It 
would be financed through the Executive 
Office of Communities and Development 
with tax exempt bonds, but only if approved 
by EOCD. 

One of the criteria EOCD likes to see 
before approving such a project is local sup- 
port, such as an endorsement from select- 
men. 

“The endorsement by the Board of Select- 
men does only one thing, it gets them points 
in the competition” for funding, Mr. Colyer 
had told the board. 

The idea has been endorsed by the Plan- 
ning Board and the housing partnership, 
and the application will go to EOCD even 
without the endorsement of the selectmen. 

During a discussion at last week’s board 
meeting, selectmen were leery of encourag- 
ing or giving any semblance of endorsement 
for the project without seeing a plan for deal- 
ing specifically with the water problems or 
traffic congestion at the site. Those plans 
have not been completed yet, according to 
Mr. Colyer. 

Mr. Barenboim said he endorsed the idea 
of affordable housing but that he would not 
sign a letter stating support for the mill site. 

“IT just don't want to send a false hope or 
false message,” Mr. Barenboim said. 

Selectmen Gerald Silverman and Charles 
Wesson agreed with Mr. Barenboim. 

“We're asked to approve a concept for 
this particular site and that is where I have 
a hangup, this particular site,” Mr. Wesson 
said. 

Selectman William Downs said the board 
should have been given more time and infor- 
mation so they could make a rational deci- 
sion, 

The application deadline for the funding 
from EOCD was this week.

Some have asked what the Towns- 
man’s policy is on reporting incidents 
such as the one of the Sanborn chil- 
dren, Like parents, the paper wants to 
report on it, not to unduly scare chil- 
dren, but to help parents and children 
be aware of possible danger in the 
area.

A compelling story about a PA student

Every once in a while, a story is so 
comp:lling, it needs an excuse to be 
told. This is one of them. 

The excuse is: it’s about a Phillips 
Academy graduate. It’s about some- 
one who wouldn’t be remarkable by 
most standards, despite a career in 
law and a term as speaker of the 
Rhode Island House. And by now 
you've heard it told several times 
over if you're a public television 
viewer or a Globe subscriber. 

It’s about a man who wrote a let- 
ter, 

This was no ordinary letter, and 
these were no 
ordinary times 
for Army Maj. 
Sullivan Ballou 
or any of the 
other thou- 
sands of Ameri- 
cans who 
fought during 
the Civil War. 

“I have no misgivings about, or 
lack of confidence in, the cause in 
which I am engaged, and my courage 
does not halt or falter,” Maj. Ballou 
wrote in a letter to his wife, Sarah. 

When the letter was read on the 
PBS documentary “The Civil War,” 
the station was swamped with phone 
calls asking for its repeat. It was, for 
many, the most poignant moment of 
the 11-hour series, 


Filmmaker Ken Burns was so 
moved by the soldier's words, he has 
carried the letter in his wallet ever 
since receiving it from a Stanford 
University professor four years ago. 

When Sarah Ballou got her hus- 
band’s letter, she was probably tend- 
ing to the family’s homestead in 
Smithfield, R.I., which happens to be 
my hometown. Last weekend, during 
a visit, I set out to search for this 
unknown poet. 

The reference librarian at the 
local library told me several other 
admirers had already asked about 
him, and one of the officers of the 
Historical Society of Smithfield sent 
someone to look for his grave site. 

That someone was Dan Russell. He 
has got to be in his early 70s; he’s my 
father’s old dentist, and he’s filled a 
few of my teeth too. He turned over 
the presidency of the Historical Soci- 
ety last week and still finds himself 
tromping through the woods in 
search of pieces of history. 

“There's two grave(yard)s. One 
has a more modernish stone, as if it 
were put there later. The people died 
in 1872. Then there's some others 
that are poorly kept; the stones are 
dislodged. It’s been abused.” he said, 
then, in a characteristic medical 
admonition, “Watch out for the poi- 
son ivy,” ; 

You'd never “know there were 
cemeteries behind the little slope and 
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stone wall that obscures the Ballou 
and Luther plots. Only a weather-tat- 
tered American flag marks what 
would otherwise be just another 
stretch of woods. 

It was just as Dr. Russell said — but 
no Sullivan Ballou. 

“There were some battles where 
you would lose thousands in a matter 
of hours, and they would usher the 
dead into mass graves,” Dr. Russell 
said by way of explanation. 

More likely, though, Maj. Ballou 
and his family are buried in another 
plot: maybe in another part of Smith- 
field, which was much bigger than it 
is today; maybe in upstate New York, 
where he spent his youth. 

“IT haven't yet located Sullivan Bal- 
lou’s whereabouts,” Dr. Russell said. 
“But I’m going to keep working on 
it’ 

A letter found by Phillips archivist 
Ruth Quattlebaum is frustratingly 
incomplete. Presumably from Maj. 
Ballou’s son, Edgar, the letter gives a 
quick biographical sketch, starting 
with the elder Ballou’s three years at 
the academy. He went to Brown Uni- 
versity and National Law School in 
New York and practiced law in Pas- 
coag and Providence, R.I. He was 
elected Smithfield’s representative to 
the Rhode Island House of Represen- 
tatives in 1857 and served as its

speaker. 

The lawyer enlisted in the 2nd 
Rhode Island unit at the outbreak of 
the Civil War and was “severely 
wounded in the leg” in its first battle, 
Bull Run, in northern Virginia, on 
July 21, 1861. His son said he died 
seven days later at age 34. 

“...Never forget how much I love 
you,” Maj. Ballou wrote to his wife, 
“and when my last breath escapes me 
on the battlefield, it will whisper your 
name.” 

“That war touched so many lives,” 
said PA history teacher Jay Rogers 
Jr., who praised the PBS documentary 
for giving a “more people-oriented 
view” of the conflict. “The personali- 
ties became so real.” 

Maj. Ballou could hardly have 
known his last written words would 
be held up as a credo of the American 
psyche. He could hardly have known 
14 million people would hear them 
read, 

For Sullivan Ballou, they were only 
about the immediacy of the battlefield 
and the endurance of love.

PA incident 
leaves reader 
unsettled 


Editor, Townsman: 

The taunting of Phillips Academy 
students by local “skinheads” reported 
so well by Perry Catlin and Andrew 
Lindsay in the Andover Townsman 
continues to nag at my thoughts, leav- 
ing me unsettled about what has been 
learned by the people of Andover by 
this unfortunate event. 

I can only share my thoughts. I have 
read about, I have seen and, most 
importantly, I have experienced in my 
own heart, hatred. I know there is a 
potential for violence and cruelty with- 
in every human being and that every 
day the decision to nurture that poten- 
tial must be faced. From putting down 
a teacher to gossiping about a neigh- 
bor, to bad mouthing people from other 
towns, all these behaviors fuel and feed 
the seeds of hate within us. 

People wearing hoods and emblems 
and symbols of brutality are only more 
open and obvious. They may be, but 
are not always, more dangerous. Teen- 
agers experiment with clothes and per- 
sonas as the local youths involved in 
the incident explained to Ms. Catlin. 
As a young woman I wore some odd 
getups and did things adults disap- 
proved of, but some of the insights I 
gained during those years of experi- 
mentation have held up 20 years later. 
One of them is, you choose to be a posi- 
tive force or a negative force in life. 
Hatred is a negative. 

Last week I watched the documen- 
tary on the American Civil War on 
television. Knowing that the town of 
Andover was a pocket of abolitionist 
activity in the Underground Railroad 
and that the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts was the first state to outlaw 


slavery gave me a small feeling of relief 
as I watched the carnage. The people of 
Andover and Massachusetts, at that 
gruesome time, were a positive force, | 
hope our town can continue to be in 
the foreground of doing what is right 
as individuals and as a community.

ety of unfilled needs and these unfilled 
needs diminish the ability of the system to 
accomplish its mission. 

A number of communities in Mas- 
sachusetts — 20 or 30 — bridge this gap by 
establishing local education funds, com- 
monly called LEF's. There purpose is to pro- 
vide the system with financial resources 
outside the means provided by the commu- 
nity budget. Their broad objective is the 
improvement of local education by reducing 
the number of unmet needs in the system. 

In structure they are tailored to the tem- 
perament and aspirations of the communi- 
ty. They vary widely in their makeup, 
methods of operation, kinds of fund-raising, 
membership, size and disbursements. Most, 
if not all, make grants to teachers, adminis- 
trative personnel and occasionally to non- 
teaching members of the community. They 
have close or tenuous ties to the school 
administration but in every case they aim 
for a close and comfortable working rela- 
tionship with the system. Most are 
autonomous but rely on the administration 
and the teaching profession for guidance in 
decision making. 

A proposal, now in embryo, is to estab- 
lish an LEF for Andover to be known tenta- 
tively as the Andover Fund for Education.

The offensive heroics of Mike

Finding the silver lining in this one 
would be next to impossible.

If AHS can get itself on a roll, which is 
not an impossibility with Chelmsford and 
Tewksbury out of the way, the Warriors 
could still have an outside shot at a share of 
the conference crown.

from Lawrence, Methuen and 
Bradford, Even though she doesn’t 
have any patients who live in 
Andover, she said that isn’t an 
indication there aren’t people in this 
community suffering from AIDS 
who need help. 

“Because it is a very stigmatizing 
disease, many people suffering seek 
treatment outside the community 
they live in,” said Mrs. Ballou. 

What is her job? 

Mrs. Ballou, a soft-spoken 44-year- 

old, said her job really has many 
different levels, When she takes on a 
client the first thing she does is 
determine their needs. Some need 
shelter, food and medical care right 
away. 
. The patients she sees are those 
with AIDS and ARC (AIDS 
related complex). They are first 
infected with the HIV virus that 
debilitates their immune system. 
Their classification is then moved 
up to ARC and finally AIDS when a 
life threatening disease such as 
pneumonia infects them and they 
become increasingly ill, she said. 

“Many of the people I see are 
from lower incomes or they've lost 
the ability to work because of the 
disease,” she said. 

Because many of them no longer 
have a steady income, she many 
accompany clients to fill out 
applications for Medicaid, S.S.I. (a 
federal, supplemental social security 

-income,) housing or general relief. 

She also makes sure her clients 

_have a doctor and she sees that they 
ave transportation to medical 

offices. Informing people about 

available treatment is another of her 

responsibilities. 

She’s hopeful 

“Things are looking up,” said 
Mrs. Ballou. “There are medications 
available now that weren’t a few 
years ago.” 

She tells her clients about drugs 
such as AZT, which is now being 
used to help some AIDS patients 
keep the disease under control. 

“There are treatments available 
that can improve and prolong 
people's lives,” she said. 


People ask her if she’s afraid of 


contracting the disease. Mrs. Ballou 
said she doesn’t need to take 
-precautions as a social worker 
because AIDS is not transmitted by 
casual contact. 

“There is so much 
misinformation out there about how 
you get AIDS,” said Mrs. Ballou. 

The possible transmissions of the 
HIV virus are sexual contact and 
sharing of bodily fluids, sharing 
needles with a person infected with 
the HIV virus, intrauterine 
transmission from mother to child 
and transfusions with HIV 
contaminated blood and blood 
products, she said. 

According to VNA statistics, 


people with HIV infections have 
been infected through a variety of 
routes. Of the 27 people in the VNA 
program, 10 said they became 
infected through sexual contact with 
an IV drug user and eight through 
sharing needles with an infected 
person. There are three reported 
cases of transmission through 
homosexual or bisexual contact with 
an infected, non-IV drug user and 
four cases of transmission from 
mother to child in utero. 

There are two cases where 
hemophiliacs said they were 
infected through contaminated 
blood products. In these cases, said 
Mrs. Ballou, the transmission 
occurred before 1977, prior to 
screening tests. Now all blood and 
blood products are tested for the HIV 
virus, she said. 

Educating the public 

For every individual with HIV 
infection she starts by educating 
them about “safer” sex and the use 
of condoms. 

“T don’t like to use the words safe 
sex, because the only safe thing is 
abstinence,” she said. 

For intravenous drug users, for 
either medical purposes or illegal 
drugs, it means educating clients on 
the risks of sharing dirty needles 
and teaching them how to clean 
their needles properly. 

Sometimes educating people 
about the risks can result in changes 
in their unhealthy lifestyles, she 
said. But other times her clients 
relapse into their previous lifestyles. 

“Like any other job in the human 
service field, being a social worker 
can be frustrating. But, I remind 
myself IV drug addiction is a 
disease, a treatable disease,” said 
Mrs. Ballou. 

One of the more difficult aspects 
of these cases, she said, is that when 
her clients are ready to commit to 
treatment, treatment center waiting 
lists are long and hospital beds often 
aren't available. 

Planing ahead 

Depending on what stage of the 
disease her patients are in, Mrs. 
Ballou helps her clients plan ahead 
and make decisions on how they 
would like medical crises handled. 
For some it may mean choosing to 
stay at home, for others, it’s 
entering the hospital. 

For one client, a homosexual male 
in his mid-30s, who was approaching 
the terminal phase of the disease, it 
meant helping him to have as much 
control over the end of his life as he 
could, said Mrs. Ballou. 

This man had support from his 
parents as well as his siblings, 
which enabled him to live and be 
cared for at home. Mrs, Ballou made 
sure his caregivers had the 
necessary supplies, such as 
medication, dressings and 
equipment, to make him 
comfortable, 

The man died last year, but before 


he did, she said that with her help he 
was able to resolve many issues that 
were important to him. She helped 
him plan his funeral. 

Being a friend 

This man had many support 
mechanisms such as family and 
friends and self confidence about his 
identity as a gay man, she said. 

Not all her clients have that kind 
of support. Many of them are alone 
and she becomes a friend who helps 
them through what she calls a 
“terrifying disease.” 

“Many of these people are afraid. 
They are afraid they will die alone, 
that the end will be painful and that 
they have no control over their 
lives,” said Mrs. Ballou. 

Another of her patients, a mother 
of two young children and two older 
children from a previous marriage, 
had to make decisions of when and 
how to tell her family about her 
disease. 

“These are agonizing decisions 
for people with AIDS,” said Mrs. 
Ballou. 

“They have to decide who needs 
to know and what exactly they need 
to know.” 

She helps by explaining options 
and letting them know they have 
choices. 

In th case of the mother, Mrs. 
Ballou did some role playing with 
her, to help her decide the best way 
to tell the family. She also discussed 
what might be appropriate to tell the 
children who were so far apart in 
ages. 

“In many case I’m a sounding 
board. I let them know it is their 
decision to make and I'll support 
them in whatever they chose,” she 
said. 

Dealing with her own grief 

Support systems both inside and 
outside her career make difficult 
days easier to handle. She and her 
fellow VNA social workers and the 
AIDS nurses collaborate weekly on 
the status and long-term needs of 
their clients. 

Mrs. Ballou said she tries her best 
not to take her job home with her at 
the end of the day. Her patients’ 
confidentiality is sacred and she 
never talks about them at home. She 
said her family, husband, Bill and 
son, Kurt, have been extremely 
supportive, 

Keeping herself healthy by eating 
well, getting enough rest and 
exercising help her maintain 
enough energy to make it through 
the tough times with her clients. 

“T have my share of sleepless 
nights, but I realized a long time ago 
you have to take the small 
satisfactions where they come,” she 
said, 


“It’s necessary to know right from 
the start there are some situations 
you can’t fix. The best you can do is 
help people cope with them as they 
ceme along,”

services librarian, whose office is next 
to the children’s room, said she over- 
_ heard a conversation of three girls she 
recognized to be in the eigth grade. The 
girls were entering the children’s room 
and one suggested to the others they go 
upstairs to the adult floors. One of the 
girls said she waned to stay in the chil- 
dren’s room instead, adding that it had 
all the “stuff needed to do reports,” said 
Mrs. Gammon. 

A new announcement to all patrons, 
including children, is posted at the 
both entrances to the library. It reads: 
“Welcome to Memorial hall Library. 
The silent study areas are on the sec- 
_ ond floor and in the November Club 
Room. All the rest of the library is for 
quiet study, except for the children’s 
room and the circulation area. The 
trustees and staff ask you to respect the 
needs of other patrons and take proper 
care of the materials and the building.” 

Because of the new policy, the 
library trustees and staff updated and 
expanded the list of rules and regula- 
tions for library use and added a “‘safe- 
child policy.” 

Many of the rules and regulations 
have remained the same, including no 
eating, drinking, smoking, gum chew- 

ing, loitering or sleeping. 


Others have been added to the new 
rules of conduct. They include no run- 
ning, throwing, spitting, fighting, 
speaking abusively to staff, leaving 
belongings on tables and chairs unat- 
tended for long periods, willfully 
destroying library materials and equip- 
ment, playing with equipment, talking 
in quiet and silent areas, climbing on 
chairs or sitting on tables and moving 
more than four chairs to a table, steal- 
ing, skateboarding or any other activi- 
ties that disturb the library were 
included in the new rules of conduct. 

The safe-child policy says in part, 
“The library cannot assume the 
responsibility for parental negligence 
in the caring for minor children nor do 
we assume parental responsibility for 
children left at any time of the library 
locations at closing time...the staff of 
the library is concerned about the safe- 
ty of young people who may remain at 
the library at closing time. A minor 
who does not have firm arrangements 
for transportation should be encour- 
aged to begin calling for a ride 15 min- 
utes before closing time.” 

The policy will be reviewed by the 
board of trustees in six months. At that 
time a vote will be taken to see if the 
policy will become permanent.

Sanborn kids approached by 
three men offering candy

Would your child know what to do 
if a strange car pulled up beside him or 
her on the road and the passengers 
asked if he or she wanted candy? 


Two groups of Sanborn Elementary 
School students knew the right thing 
to do. This exact situation happen to 
them while they were walking home 
from school on Lovejoy Road Thurs- 
day, Sept. 13. 

Two separate groups of children 
were approached while walking north 
on Lovejoy Road by a car driving 
south, which then stopped, said Eileen 
Woods, Sanborn principal. 

In the car were three men, 
described by the students as “older 
teen-agers,” according to Ms. Woods.
